I am pleased to have an opportunity to submit 
for your inspection my first annual report as P. H. 
Nurse for the calendar year 1921: 


Nursing visits 1975 
No. visits to schools 191 
Infant welfare 58 
Tuberculosis visits 10 


Prenatal visits 

No. visits to parents of school children 
concerning the remedying of defects 125 

Fees collected $755.70 

Statistics are such inadequate expressions of 
the work needed in a town of this size and type 
that I am taking this opportunity to speak of some 
of the things we have been trying to do and of 
others we hope to do in the future. 

The bedside nursing speaks for itself and must 
of necessity come first. 

Prenatal, Infant Welfare and Tuberculosis calls 
are largely instructive visits, their scope is un- 
limited and it is to be hoped that the coming year 
will bring forth ways and means for enlargement. 

Baby Clinics, for at least the hot summer months 
would be especially beneficial and with compara- 
tively little effort could be managed. 

So much could be said concerning the past, pres- 
ent and future of the Health work in the schools it 
is difficult to express one’s self briefly. 

The findings of Medical Inspection are so appall- 
ing that I feel they should be printed here: 

No. pupils examined 475, defective teeth 258, 
enlarged tonsils 159, adenoids 45, defective 
breathing 14, diseased glands 30, defective 
eyesight 72, stoop shoulders 34, defective 
hearing 14. unvaccinated 1388, thyroid en- 
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largement 15, slight spinal curvature 25, 
aenemia 12, malnutrition 15, obesity 2, ped- 
iculosis 12, cardiac 2, orthopedic defects 13, 
flat chest 1. 

Of course many of these defects have been rem- 
edied. but the majority remains the same. The co- 
operation of every parent in this matter is earnest- 
ly sought. Will each one give it their honest 
thought and attention and make the effort to give 
their child a physically perfect body, that they 
may do mentally perfect work? No child can do 
good school work who has only 1-10 of normal vis- 
ion, and so on through the list of defects. 

There is another matter in which I wish to ask 
the help of the parents and that is inthe stamping 
out of ‘‘Children’s diseases,’’ measles, whooping 
cough,ete. A little observance of the Golden Rule 
in regard to your neighbor’s child, and not only 
would many lives, much time and money be saved 
and the school attendance records be more pleas- 
ing to teachers, but we should soon exterminate 
these undesirable and unnecessary diseases. 

In the Elementary schools scales have been pro- 
vided and much interest and rivalry has been es- 
tablished among the undeweight and aenemic 
children by frequent weighings and measurings 
together with special regard to diet, 

Physical culture classes, which are already 
showing results, haye been formed of groups of 
children having badly stooped shoulders and curv- 
ed spines. 

In the fall the High School building was equipped 
with Home Nursing requisites and classes were 
held for the girls of the Senior and Junior years; 
it is the intention now to continue this work in the 
spring, : 
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I wish to thank the Physicians, Supt. of Schools, 
School Board, all teachers and parents for their 
cooperation and encouragement in this year of be- 
ginning.

of the School Board, Superintendent, Headmaster 
of the High School, and Principal of 
Elementary Schools 


September 1, 1920, to 
July 1, 1921. 
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Report of Superintendent of Schools. 
To the School Board of Northumberland: 


The pleasure of submitting a report is somewhat al- 
layed by the fact that it is so nearly ancient history by 
the time that it comes to the reader. The fact that the 
school year and the fiscal year are so different make it 
difficult for many to understand the system of school 


finances. 
SCHOOL FINANCES. 


Formerly the school year corresponded to the fiscal 
year of the town. This was changed by legislative en- 
actment in 1917, and the school year was established 
from the Ist of September to the Ist of the following 
September. This brought the annua! Town Report in 
the middle of the year. The effect of this, in order to 
make an exact report, was that the report had to be 
placed back to cover the year which had closed at the 
lst of the preceding September, and the finances had to 
be estimated for the year beginning the following Sept- 
ember. Thus each year at the annual meeting we have 
had to deal with three years, the year that has definite- 
ly closed, the year that is pending, and the raising of 
revenue for the year to come. 

I mention this fact because we have a considerable 
sum of money which becomes due each summer for re- 
tiring bonds and notes and paying interest. By the 
changing of the school year we had to pay the major 
part of this sum twice in the year 1919. That season 
the school year was prolonged from the lst of March to 
the lst of September. 

The District voted to borrow $6000 to carry the schools 
this additional period, but it did not vote to borrow 
money to pay for bonds, notes and interest which be- 
came due before the Ist of September. 

It seemed to work a hardship upon the taxpayers to 
ask them to raise a double sum of money for this pur- 
pose in one year because the school year had arbitrari- 
ly changed, so that it covered two payments. We were 
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advised by the State Commissioner of Education that 
it would be unnecessary to do so. 


Therefore we borrowed from the next year’s appro- 
priation a sum sufficient to meet this need. I am enter- 
ing this at some length to show why our report has 
shown that asum of money was borrowed from each 
year’s appropriation before the fisacl year for which it 
was raised, and why a similar or necessary sum has 
been borrowed from each succeeding year. 

By a happy coincidence, the school year has again 
been changed by the Legislature and is now establish- 
ed from the Ist of July to the Ist of the following July. 
This will automatically remedy the borrowing from 
each succeeding year’s account. 

In tabulating the expenditures of the District, it will 
be found that the general headings are those which are 
used in the uniform accounting system prescribed by 
the State Board of Education. 


I do want to mention that two of our note issues are 
reduced to $4,279.71 Also the bond issue for the Ele- 
mentary School building is reduced to $10,500, and is 
being retired at the rate of $1500 per year. Thus it will 
be seen that in a few years a considerable relief is com- 
ing in this department. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The High School has been a particular source of sat- 
isfaction. Under the skillful leadership of Mr. Morris- 
on it developed to a fine state of efficiency both in its 
courses and the quality of its work. It was no small 
tribute to Mr. Morrison to be selected from so many 
able high school men to assist the State Board in the 
field of seconday work. It spoke much more audibly 
than words that the State regarded our High School 
well organized and efficient.

In finding a successor for the Headmastership we se- 
lected from many applicants, Mr. Berton E. Cook of 
Portland, Maine. Mr. Cook has a fine record of sucess- 
ful teaching experience and sound training. The few 
months of our observation have demonstrated clearly 
that our Headmaster is a keen student, a practical or- 
ganizer, and a strong executive. 


In securing a man for a place of so much importance, 
the question of a suitable rent was found to be of para- 
mount importance in the minds of the candidates. F'- 
nally after consultation with many substantial citizens, 
it was deemed wise to purchase a good residence and 
so be able to offer a permenant home to any man who 
might otherwise refuse to come unless he could find a 
suitable home for his family. This plan was carried 
out. 


A desirable residence was bought and rented for to 
the Headmaster at $30 per month. I find that other 
school districts are meeting this problem in the same 
business way. I congratulate the District upon this 
advance step. 
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REPAIRS. 


The school building at Northumberland was thor- 
oughly repaired, and the three-way light changed to a 
good light from the back and left of the pupil. A fine 
Hart Chemical closet was installed. This is working 
most favorably, although it was impossible to properly 
bury the tank owing to a solid ledge under the build- 
ing. [am confident that, even in our vigorous weather, 
a chemical closet can be ins‘alled with the fullest ex- 
pectation that it will serve our rural schools in a sat- 
istactory way, and thus abolish their greatest menace. 


FIXED CHARGES. 


Under the subject of Insurance, we face an unusual 
budget for the coming year. Policies amounting to over 
$50,000 are due for renewal this year. This will call 
for a total premium of about $1091. This is a large 
sum, but good business will approve of its necessity. 


HEALTH. 


This work was never more carefully performed. A 
detailed statement of the health work in the schools is 
given by the Public Health Nurse. I will not repeat, 
except to say that public understanding of the purpose 
of health work in the schools is sometimes lacking, and 
occasionally peculiar misconceptions arise. We lack 
the facilities of a local paper. 


If one could follow the school routine, only, of the 
Nurse in treating all sorts of skin diseases and scalp 
diseases, sores, injuries, eliminating filth, enlightening 
mothers, teaching girls, encouraging teachers, they 
would get an insight of the tremendous value of the 
work, and a bigger sense of hope for tomorrow. 


In conclusion, I can but say again that I have never 
had the satisfaction of working with more loyal teach- 
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ers and efficient helpers in all departments. It has be- 
come the customary thing for people to speak of Grove- 
ton as a village blessed with good schools. What bet- 
ter than this ? 
My grateful thanks go out toa generous community 
and a loyal, progressive Board of Education.

HEADMASTER’S REPORT 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


In compliance with your call for a report upon the policy 
and management of Groveton High School for the half year 
ending January 27, 1922, the following is most respectfully 
submitted. 


Our policy is to manage the school along three distinct 
lines—(1) to do the work prescribed by the State Depart- 
ment of Education, (2) to improve upon this by teaching, 
in addition, whatever the pupils most need that is not pres- 
cribed, and (3) to promote the social, physical and moral 
sides of the school children. 


1. (a) At the very start in September all new teachers 
learn the state’s requirements in every study they teach. The 
older teachers already knew these bounds. All have lived 
closely to these regulations and as a result, I find that the pu- 
pils have covered the ground for a half year’s work as per 
minimum specifications. Indeed, there are several classes 
well ahead of the state requirements. 


(b) To give a practical turn to the study of commer- 
cial geography, Miss Sweeney took her class through the 
mill and followed up the trip with detailed teaching. 


(c) Music has been introduced with the usual advan- 
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tageous results, though it is still too early to look for large 
things in music. 

(d) Rank in discipline has been altered. The very 
hazy practise of general rating has been replaced by a system 
of marks which obtains in many high schools and in most 
higher institutions. Thus far, it appears to be far superior 
to the former scheme, mainly in its definiteness. It is more 
work but eminently fair to pupil and teacher. 


In short, the school is doing exceptionally well in con- 
duct, effort, marks and attendance according to our records 
and best judgment. 


2. There are many things a child should be taught that 
are not in the state prescription. Early we found that the 
spelling was poor. Good, plain English seemed confined to 
English classes at times. .Some of the penmanship was not 
to be praised, scarcely legible in a few instances. Pupils 
read in the newly made “library”—what they read went in 
one eye and out of the other. These and other secondary, 
but important, weaknesses needed bolstering. 


(a) First, Ayer’s Thousand Words, a list of the words 
most used by pupils, were taken up in the home rooms 
every noon for six weeks as spelling lessons. The next six 
weeks are devoted, at noon for ten minutes again, to pen- 
manship . Miss Kendrick, trained in the practical Palmer 
Method of writing, is supervising and teaching this with the 
cooperation of the homeroom teachers. These ten minutes 
periods in the next six weeks will be devoted to better English. 

(b)Current events have been studied. Pupils look up 
the day’s news of Disarmament Conference, Irish Freedom, 
woolen mills, strikes, etc., and standing among their class- 
mates, talk their information in good language. Thus they 
are overcoming whatever stage fright and undue timidity they 
may feel. 

(c) Miss Currier has been helping the junior high pu- 
pils who fall below in studies. She found that they failed 
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because, in some cases, they knew not how to study. Hence 
a few simple directions as to how to get a lesson were printed 
and placed for a few days where all in study hall could read 
them. In classes, some teachers even helped their classas 
get the next day’s lessons by these directions. 

(d) One debate on disarmament has been waged. These 
debators exceeded our hopes. 


(e) To encourage better work, graphs of the results of 
examinations, of the standing of the various classes, etc., 
have keen posted. There is nothing more fascinating to pu- 
pils than a picture of what they have actually achieved; 
these graphs are the pictures. 


(f) An effort is being made to help the senior and jun- 
ior classes toward entering whatever schools they decide up- 
on for the fall after graduation. 


(g) In a small way, we are trying to correlate courses. 
Thus far, this has consisted of getting English marks as well 
as chemistry marks for the quality of English written in the 
chemistry notebooks. When we note that many pupils leave 
their good English in the English class, never thinking of 
using “isn’t for “‘ain’t” when on the street, the value of this 
correlation of courses is obvious. 

(h) Miss Wheeler gave the older girls a course in care 
of self and the sick with a bit about infant care. This makes 
these girls sort of reserve corps of impromptu nurses should 
another epidemic strike us. 

These eight items-are only some of the things being 
done to give the school needed training in studies not pres- 
cribed by the state department, but necessary to the mak- 
ing of a well rounded graduate. 
| 3. To promote the social and physical sides of the 
pupils’ lives, a variety of things has been done. 

(a) Our football squad won and merited the approval 
of Groveton, it would seem. After repeated efforts to secure 
hocky games, the athletic association had to let the matter

drop, for all the North Country schools are running strong 
basketball teams. Finding local conditions forbid basketball, 
we are without any interscholastic relations this winter. 


(b) Socially, quite a bit has been done. The school had 
an out-of-door get-together in September and two socials 
in the building, one a box, the other a Christmas party 
by Miss Bartlett’s lively Latin Club. 


(c) In praise of a successful season, the football squad 
was tendered a banquet by men who had school athletics 
particularly at heart. : 


(d) One of the most unique schemes ever launched in 
a school, we believe, was the new annual Deportment and 
dancing Class conducted in Groveton this winter. Thus far 
it is a success in providing clean, supervised round and 
square dancing and deportment for our boys and girls who 
are just at the age when they must and will acquire some 
distinct way of dancing, some habit of conducting themselves 
beiore those they meet. 


(e) Young people prefer to DO things. They do not 
like to see us do things for them. On this principle, we have 
had several assemblies entirely arranged-upon approval of the 
headmaster by the pupils. The senior class, on an hour’s 
notice, staged an assembly giving an idea of what, in general. 
constitutes an assembly. The juniors, having plenty of notice, 
made a_ very full and interesting program with chemical 
stunts to mystify and a debate on disarmament to enlighten 
their audience. In National Educational Week, the Sopho- 
more class put on a most cultured, well prepared assembly. 
Other assemblies have been held, but these three serve to 
illustrate this movement. 

(f) Moral lessons have been constantly taught whenever 
opportunity has presented.

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ELEMENTARY SCHOOL REPORT 
To the Superintendent and School Board: 


During the year ending June, 1921, there were 379 dif- 
ferent pupils registered in the Elementary Building. At the 
close, the records showed that 62 had become non-members, 
leaving 307 with us. The per cent of attendance for 1920-1921 
was 93%, 

The number of tardinesses was 88 less than the previous 
year. We feel that this shows a creditable effort, on the part 
of the teachers in establishing habits of punctuality on the 
part of the children. 

The teachers were ten in number, with four serving their 
first time in Groveton. The arrangement of the rooms was 
much the same at last year. 

I. Grade—80 children—2 teachers—2 rooms 
II. Grade—77 children—2 teachers—2 rooms 
II{. Grade—64 children—2 teachers—2 rooms 
IV. Grade—70 children—2 teachers—2 rooms 
V. Grade—40 children—1 teacher—1 room 
VI. Grade—48 children—1 teacher—1 room 

The division of labor in and about the building was as 
follows:—Five girls were on duty in the halls and basements, 
while the other five were supervising the play of the children, 


on the play ground. The ten teachers worked alternately, 
making each girl working one week on the building and the 
next on the play ground. 


A great deal was done last year, by Miss Wheeler and 
the teachers in forming Good Health habits among the chil- 


dren. An actual daily record was kept. The following were 
a few of the items marked:— 


I.—Washing hands before each meal. 
Ii—Brushing teeth thoroughly each day. 
I1I—Being in bed eleven hours each night. 
IV—Trying to sit and stand straight 
V—Trying to be cheerful and helpful. 
VI—Taking a full bath, at least, once a week. 
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These documents had to be signed by the parents verify- 
ing the same. This was called the Modern Health Crusade 
and stimulated interest for good health. 

A victrola and drum were purchased, with money earned 
by the teachers and pupils in giving an entertainment to the 
public. The former being used for music periods and folk 
dancing. The latter being used to assist the lines in filing in 
and out of the building. 

The cooperation of the teachers in cheerfully performing 
their duties and the faithful work of the janitor, made the 
school year a very pleasant one.
